BUSES: 

Councillor Parkes, the Town’s 
unofficial bus inspector, is still 
receiving complaints, People are 
left stranded on corners in 20 
below weather; some buses run 
late, others don’t turn up at all, 
Mr, Parkes feels the Bus service 
Should go on, whether the weather 
is poor or not, and he asked 
that another letter be sent to the 
Bus Company, Mr, Wheating said 
that he has been in touch with

A GRISLY ‘'FIRST'’ FOR 
ST, ALBERT, 

This week a reader informed 
me that St, Albert was involved 
in the first legal execution car- 
ried out in the Northwest 
Territories - the territory from 
which Alberta was carved, After 
some research I found a fairly 
consistant account, The story 
goes that in the year 1879 an 
Indian named Swift Runner was 
tried and convicted of <= of all 
things! - cannibalism, The Cree 
Indian appeared in St, Albert 
that spring after a long hard 
winter on his trapline, His fellow 
Indians became suspicious be- 
cause he was alone, They won- 
dered even more when he 
explained that his family had died 
of starvation and that he had 
survived only by cooking his 
teepee in snow water and eating 
it, Yet he seemed in robust health 
The Indians reported the myster- 
{ous situation to the missionaries 
and the North West Mounted 
Police were asked to investigate, 
At Swift Runner’s winter camp- 
site along the Sturgeon River 
they found the remains of his 
wife, mother-in-law, brother-in 
-law and five children, The bones 
picked clean, Finally Swift Run- 
ner admitted the truth, He had 
eaten them, He was tried by judge 
and jury in August, 1879 and was 
hanged in December, There were 
varied stories as to his motive, 
Some bothered by 
spirits in bad dreams and others 
think he was merely very hungry,

have shown that reflective plates 
front and rear, are easier t 
read at angles, 

It's evidence of this kind that 
has prompted unconditional rec- 
ommendations for luminous

During all this time and for a 
few more years, Father Lacombe 
was not only the ‘moving spirit,”’ 
of all that was done; handing 
out homesteads as if he were 
the landlord; appearing now inthe 
forest, now at the saw-pit, now 
in the fields directing and en- 
couraging with a word and a 
smile; but he was also the ‘‘pro- 
vider” of every need, from farm 
implements, to kitchen utensils, 
to coal-oil, to working tools and 
often to food itself, To obtain 
these necessities and to avoid 
the high freight rates of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company, he org- 
anized the first Red River ox- 
cart brigade, 

The long-winding caravan of 
some thirty carts left St, Albert 
in the fall of 1862 and went its 
weary way across the roadless 
plains, rounding bluffs, skirting 
lakes and swamps, crossing 
rivers and streams, first 
towards Battleford, then to Fort 


Qu’ Appele, finally toSt, Boniface, 


When all went well, when the 
carts were not bogged down in 
some treacherous muskeg orthe 
journey retarded by a swollen 
river, the trip was made in one 
month each way, Twenty miles 
was the average day’s journey, 

To those who made the trip 
behind a train of slow-moving 
oxen that ceaseless ‘‘cree-aik, 
cree-aik, cree-aik, of the 
wooden axles of the wheels be- 
came exasperating beyond words 
and when these broke or were 
worn out, they had to be re- 
placed; but to those who anxiously 
awaited the caravan’s return, it 
was sweet music indeed, At last 
the farmer and the housewife 
would have some of those nec- 
essary things or little comforts 
that they missed so much, 

In that memorable journey, 


South Battleford and Duck Lake, He died during his 


f August 1961, 


Father Lacombe had purchased 
and brought back with him essen- 
tial parts for agrist-mill, Early, 
the following spring, the machin- 
ery was set up with the help 
of an American adventurer, The 
real problem was to supply power 
The Indian ponies did not take 
kindly to that drudgery, They 
reared and protested in every 
way they knew how, But Father 
Lacombe was determined he 
would succeed, By degrees, the 
wild ‘‘creatures’’ were tamed 
and broken in, On occasions, 
however, when they became too 
‘*furious’’ Father Lacombe re- 
sorted to the use of his re- 
liable oxen, but then he had to 
provide the services of a Metis 
who sat near and touched them 
when they lagged, Probably the 
first horse-power mill in Alberta 
it turned out flour to the great 
admiration and joy of all, 

This contraption often needed 
repairs and did not give com-

plete satisfaction, In the spring 
of 1864, we find the indefatigable 
missionary building adam, just 
below Big Lake on the Sturgeon 
River, to supply power for a 
new grist-mill, the parts for 
which were bought in the United 
States, 

A few months later, it was 
working ‘‘famously’’ and would 
grind a decade of sacks of wheat 
in twenty-four hours, That same 
summer, the river rose so high 
after heavy rain storms that the 
dam would have been swept away 
if all hands had not succeeded 
in digging a canal around it to 
relieve the pressure, Even then, 
this dam had to be repaired 
more than once in the succeed- 
ing years, Barley, wheat and 
corm Were ground for all at the 
price of one bag out of five, 
We read in a diary that, on 
October 16th, 1875, this mill 
still rumbled on and that Broth- 
ers Alexandre and Touze, O,M, 
I, brought back 408 pounds of 
barley to ‘the mission,’’ 

By the summer of 1863, St, 
Albert was already taking on an 
appearance of prosperity, Gov- 
ernor Dallas, of the H. BC,, thus 
spoke to the Chief Factor 
Christie, of Fort Edmonton in 
July of that year: “See the 
thrifty way in which these miss- 
ionaries make the most of every- 
thing, in spite of their poverty, 
See how, with all our resources, 
and our hundreds of servants, 
our forts are falling to ruin, 
while these priests who came 
into the country with nothing 
are performing wonders, Their 
houses spring upfrom the ground 
like trees, growing bigger and 
better all the time,”’ 

That same year, Lord Milton, 
with his travelling-companion, 
Dr, W, B, Cheadle, visited St, 
Albert; he wrote: ‘We found 
there a little colony of some

twenty houses, built on rising 
ground near a small lake and 
river, A substantial wooden 
bridge spanned the latter, The 
priest’s house was apretty white 
building with a garden around it, 
and adjoining it a chapel, a 
school and convent, The worthy 
Father Lacombe welcomed us 
very cordially, After a capital 
dinner of soup, fish and dried- 
meat, with delicious vegatables 
we strolled around the settle- 
ment in company of our host, 
He showed us several very re- 
spectable farms, with rich corn- 
fields, large bands of horses and 
herds of cattle, He had devoted 
himself to improving the con- 
dition of his flock, had brought 
out, at a great expense, ploughs 
and other farming implements 
for their use and was at present 
completing a corn-mill to be 
worked by horse-power,”’ 

During the winter of 1863-1864 
a group of gold-miners who had 
come to pan gold-dust on the 
shores of the Saskatchewan River 
were hired to cut logs to enlarge 
the first chapel and to finish the 
orphanage, These were paid in 
goods, at the price of a beaver- 
skin for a day’s work, The log 
church was then enlarged to twice 
its original length, 

By the end of 1864, forty fam- 
ilies, about 300 souls, had settled 
on their own farms, now well 
cleared and fenced, and their 
grain-fields danced gaily in the 
wind, while small gardens dis- 
played everywhere a welcome 
abundance, 

On the 3rd of December 1864, 
Bishop Tache returned to see St, 
Albert, He wrote: ‘‘Sunrise per- 
mitted us to contemplate with 
pardonable pride and compla- 
cency the beautiful Mission of 
St, Albert, so advanced and yet 
so new, What a great work had 
already been done, Handsome and 
vast constructions had been 
erected as if by enchantment; 
broad meadows had been cleared 
and put under cultivation, and 
were already yielding abundant 
harvests, All this, we could not 
leave without admiration,”’ 

In the early days of 1865, 
Father Lacombe was relieved 
of his responsibilities over the 
growing settlement, and was 
given the mission “of coursing 
the prairies,’’ to bring Christ’s 
message of love to the savage 
Crees and Blackfeet, He was 
frankly delighted with his lot, 
“St, Albert was becoming too 
civilized for me,’’ he commen- 
ted, He was to return frequently 
to his beloved ‘‘hill’’ but only 
as a ‘‘freelance’’ tohelpintimes 
of trials or pressing need, 

From 1865 to 1867, Fathers 
J, Tissot and A, Andre, O,M,1, 
continued the work so well begun,

County of Thorhild, 

The move into this large block 
north of Edmonton ts part of a 
major expansion program which 
will see crop insurance areas 
doubled from those of a year 
agy,

eral governments, It is intended 
to provide farmers with ameans 
of protecting themselves against 
serious crop lose at a minimum 
of cost,

BIRD IGLOO; 

The Ruffed Grouse has the 
best solution to the winter 
housing problem, As evening 
comes on, the partridge takes 
to trees as they usually do in 
summer and fall, but during the 
colder nights of winter the idea 
of flying up to a tree branch 
has another purpose, The bird 
stays motionless on the branch 
for a moment looking warily 
around to make sure it is un- 
observed, then it plunges straight 
down at the deep snow, boring 
into a drift and using the momen- 
tum of the crash to carry it far 
beneath the surface, The bird 
tunnels ahead for two or three 
feet, and at the end of the tunnel 
turns around a few times to 
create a little room space, There 
it spends the night, securely 
Sheltered from the wind and 
cold, as warm as any Eskimo 
in an igloo of its own making,
